25, 1945 (Japancse and English). The purpose of this rcgulation is to 
cultivato highcr standards for nursing and to cooperate with tho Health 
Policy of Japan. The Public Hcalth Nurscs Association of the Prefecture 
becomes an active momber of the National Association. "The Vice—Presidcnts © 
arc the pcople who have the post of the dircctor for Health Division in 
the Health Bureau of the Ministry of Health and Social Affairs, the di- 
rector of National Health THadeRHbS and the Public Health Nurses who are 
recommended by the Councillors Mecting." "The terms of the Officors are 
two years" but they may be reappointed. The goncral mecting is opencd | 
once a year, "Tho membership fce is decided according to tho number of 
Public Heal th Nurses of cach Public Health Nurscs Association at the end 
of every February." “Tho by-laws which are considered necessary are os— 
tablished by tho President."

Representatives of Public Health and Welfare Section attended a con- | 
ference held by E, and S. S. on the subject of "Japanese Imports", The ime 
port program as now set up provides for 3,000 metric tons of raw materiels — 
for manufacture of medical supplies during 1946, 

Upon recommendation of the Tynhus Commission, a request was submitted © 
for mixing of test samples of DDT with Japanese stocks of talc and pyrophyl- 
lite. Certain stocks of talc and pyrophyllite which have been located in 
Japan are to be ear~marxed for possible use in mixing Dot, provided test 
samples prove satisfactoiyv. 

A conference was LiJd with representatives of Ministry of Health and 
Social Affairs and the Tokyo Medicine Control and Prefectural offices. The! 
Japanese officials were informed that increased emphasis must be placed on 
the distribution of supplies seized from the Japanese Armed Forces and 
turied over to the Home Ministry for civilian use. It was pointed out 
that several operating procedures now being employed in connection with 
transfer of supplies from the Yoga Depot could be improved. Instructions 
were given that sunplies would not be removod from the depot anti Greene J 
storage space was available in Tokyo. Efforts will be made to inventory 
items at Yoga and ihen make direct distribution to using agencies.
